about fifteen m inutes until six. hang­ 
ing in the barn a sh o rt d i s t a n t from 
the door. 
On u n fa s te n in g tho rope 
from his neck she did not tbirne that 
he was dead. Ernest Henry, i neigh­ 
bor, when called upon, said he found 
the body of Mr. Cox still 
warm 
when he arrived, tho it was ap p a r­ 
ent that life was extinct. 
Mr. Cox was always known as a 
steady worker and a m a n who en­ 
joyed the respect of th e entire com­ 
munity. 
News of his d e a th caused 
great shock to all.
